Washington - The Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
unconstitutional 
Monday a federal law that 
prohibited wearing of a U.S. 
military uniform in a stage or 
.» icreen 
performance 
if 
the 
character wearing it tended to 
discredit the armed forces. 
A onanimous 8 -0 
decision 
written by J ustice Hugo L. 
Black declared that the statute 
v iolated the First Amendment 
guarantee of free speech. The 
court rev ersed the conv iction of 
Daniel J ay Schacht, who wore 
a burlesque military costunie 
at an antiwar demonstration in 
1967 in Houston. 
The gov ernment prosecuted 
Schacht on grounds he was 
wearing 
a 
uniform 
without 
authority . He contended he was 
appearing in a theatrical pro­ 
duction consisting of a street 
skit as part of the Houston 
protest. 
The law contained a pro­ 
v ision that a uniform could bs 
worn 
in 
a 
t h e a t r i c a l 
performance only if its use did 
not 
discredit 
the 
armed 
forces. 
It was that prov ision which 
the court struck down. Black 
wrote that a law “ which leav es 
Americans free to praise the 
war in Vietnam but can send 
persons like Schacht to pri^n 
for opposing it, cannot surv iv e 
in a country that has the First 
Amendment.” 
In other actions, the court: 
1. Upheld, in a Philadelphia 
case, the authority of urban 
officials to prohibit groups of 
people from assembling on city 
streets in times of emergen­ 
cy . 
The court dismissed an ap­ 
peal by three Philadelphians 
arrested for participating in 
p e a c e f u l 
demonstrations 
following the assassination of 
Dr. Martin Luther King J r. in 
April 1968 .

Washington (UPI) - Most of 
the nation’s 25 0,000 inentally 
retarded 
persons 
liv ing 
in 
public and priv ate institutions 
are no better off than prisoners 
of war, a presidential panel 
said Monday . 
“ Far too 
many 
of 
these 
facilities consist of 
an 
im­ 
pov erished liv ing env ironment 
that is not distinctly different 
from 
the 
env ironment 
ex ­ 
perienced by prisoners of war 
during the past three decades,” 
said the President’s Committee 
on Mental Retardation. 
“ Almost all public institu­ 
tions for 
the 
retarded 
are 
ov ercrowded, many seriously . 
Yet nearly ev ery state has long 
waiting lists of 
indiv iduals 
waiting for admittance to a 
residential 
facility 
for 
the 
retarded,” it said. 
The 24-member committee 
announced “ an action policy 
proposal” it said would restore 
dignity to the liv es of the men­ 
tally retarded in institutions. 
The committee is chaired by

~ A resident has no chance to 
receiv e or send mail that is not 
opened or censored. 
—A resident is not idlowed to

c l ot h i n g 
or 
personal articles, has no place 
to keep such things and in so^rie 


cases does not hav e eating 
utensils. 
—Residents sleep in 
drab 
dormitory sty le rooms 
with 
long gray rows of beds that of­ 
fer no priv acy . The largest in­ 
stitution in one state, which the 
spokesman declined to identify , 
has 2,400 retarded persons in 
facilities designed for 1,5 00. 
—Residents of 
a n ot h e r 
institution, 
also 
unidentified, 
receiv e less than three minutes 
of indiv idual attention daily . 
The public spends $2.3 million 
a day in the 5 0 states to operate 
18 8 institutions serv ing more 
than 200,000 mentally retarded 
persons of all ages. 
There are another 7 5 priv ate 
institutions housing 5 0 , 0 0 0 
persons.

illicit drugs by young people 
has reached every corner of 
Nebraska, even to the small 
Sandhills communities 
tradi­ 
tionally known for quiet, down- 
to-earth living. 
“ We have 
drug 
problems 
everywhere,” 
s a i d Trooper 
Robert Clinkenbeard, the State 
Patrol’s drug investigator in 
western 
Nebraska. 
“ Broken 
Bow. Kimball, towns such as 
Arnold, Merna, Anselmo, even 
Hay Springs, as small as it 
is.” 
Omaha's growing drug pro­ 
blem among college and high 
school students has been widely 
publicized, and authorities in 
other Nebraska cities — Lin­ 
coln, Grand Island, Scottsbluff, 
Kearney, North Platte, Norfolk 
— told similar stories. 
“The average high school 
pupil in Grand Island would 
have very little difficulty ob­ 
taining a marijuana cigaret if 
he wanted one,” said Detective 
Gary Peil, the one-man drug 
team for the Grand Island 
Police Dept. 
“ Ma rijua na , pills, LSD, some 
hot stuff, we ha ve re ports it’s 
e ve n re a che d down into the 
junior high schools he re ,” sa id 
Scottsbluff Police Chie f Ja me s 
Te a l. “ The proble m ha s grown 
be yond the 
control 
of 
the 
police . 
“ It’s all so readily available. 
All a kid has to do is' turn 
around and put out his hand 
and he can get marijuana or 
pills.” 
Lt. Wayne Rowe, chief of the 
State Patrol's drug division, 
noted the number of marijuana 
and drug arrests in Nebraska 
has mushroomed from 17 in 
1966 to 510 last year, 
and 
another major increase in ar­ 
rests is expected this year, 
perhaps to as many as 1,000. 
“The high school or college in 
Nebraska that does not have 
some kind of drug problem is 
the exception rather than the 
rule,” said Rowe. 
Dr. 
Willia m G. 
Burrows, 
a ssocia te 
dire ctor 
of 
the 
Ne bra ska Psychia tric Institute 
in Oma ha , goe s so fa r a s to sa y 
“ it is ve ry difficult to find a kid 
who 
ha sn’t

The spiraling number of drug 
arrests 
in 
Omaha 
partly 
illustrates the drug story in 
that city. The Omaha Police 


ha ve t r i e d 
ha llucinoge nic

of the drug use rs sa id the ir 
pa re nts do not know bbout it. 
Incidents of

With term s of a new contract

Sp ecifically ,

ru p tions du ring th e strike. 
Kansas-Nebraska 
rep orted 
some gas v alv es h ad been sh u t 
off in commu nities, affecting 


serv ice. The union denied any 
inv olv ement or knowledge of 
the acts. 
On 
Saturday , 
the 
strike 
seemed nearly ov er, tiicn on— 
again. 
A tentativ e agreement on a 
new contract, reached Friday 
night at a bargaining session, 
was announced Saturday by 
Kansas-Nebraska. 
The firm said it ex pected 
workers back on the job Mon­ 
day . 
Then CWA spokesmen J ames 
Smith of Omaha said the strike 
would continue, as full agree­ 
ment hadn’t been reached. 
At the firm’s headquarters in 
Hastings, 
Neb., 
K a n s a s - 
Nebraska’s 
chief negotiator, 
J ames Miller, said agreement 
had been reached on all con­ 
tract items, including money 
and working conditions. 
He said the 
disagreement 
was ov er a prov ision in a letter 
agreement aside from the con­ 
tract, prov iding, among other 
things, 
that 
the 
company 
wouldn’t discriminate against 
employ es who had struck. 
That prov ision 
was 
unac­ 
ceptable 
to 
the 
firm, 
said 
Miller. He said the prov ision 
wa^ “ being 
redrafted” 
and 
would be mailed to the union. 
The tentativ e contract, which 
is subject to ratification by 
union 
members, 
calls 
for 
general wage increases of 7 5 c 
an hour ov er the 3'/¿ -y ear con­ 
tract, which ex pires April 30, 
197 3. 
The firm said the pact pro­ 
v ides “ inequity pay ” of about 
40c an hour. 
Company spokesmen said the 
av erage striker will get about 
$1.02 an hour ov er the contract 
period and the raises will cost 
the firm about $1.3 million ov er 
the life of the contract.
